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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: There is no support for the claimed structure of a metal probe on a heater 
in a water tank. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the metal probe on a heater in a water 
tank must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. It is noted that only a metal probe in a water tank , wherein the water tank has a heater 
at the bottom thereof is supported. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 1 recites that the electric heater at bottom of the water tank, and that a 
probe is positioned on the heater in the tank. It is noted that the heater is not disclosed as being 
"in" the tank. See the drawings for the heater being under the tank at the bottom but not "in" the 
tank. It is still unclear whether the probe must bejn the tank on a heater, or if the probe is in the 
tank separate from a heater at the bottom of the tank. For the purpose of examination the heater 
will be assumed to be under the tank and the probe be on the heater under the tank. With respect 
to claims 4-5, no further treatment on the art is offered until claim 1 is clarified. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Braun et al. (US 
4714822). 

Braun et al. discloses a safety device of a coffee pot comprising: a pot body provided 
with a water tank and a handle, see cooking vessel not shown: a n electric heater installed under 
said water tank: and a probe unit provided on said electric heater on said water tank, wherein said 
probe unit is provided with a metal probe, said metal probe wrapped up by an insulating material, 
further comprising a control circuit, said control circuit comprising: a metal probe, said metal 
probe able to produce a signal able to turn on and off the electric source of said electric heater of 
said coffee pot. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Schotten et al. (US 6259069) discloses a heating plate for heating a tank of water or 
the like including a heating element which can be used as a capacitance sensor to sense the size 
of the load placed on the heating plate. Schotten does not explicitly discuss sensing the water 
level in the tank Miquelot (US 5294779) discloses a heating plate having a hole in the middle 
for positioning a temperature probe to sense the temperature of the vessel being heated as well as 
a thermal fuse as a safety precaution against overheating. Berkcan et al. (US 64623 16) discloses 
a ceramic hotplate with means to prevent boil dry conditions including a sensor for the direct 
detection of, or inferential detection of, temperature of the vessel. Berkcan does not explicitly 
discuss the detection of water level in the vessel being heated, but does disclose a boil-dry 
condition being sensed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 04/27/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant only argues the art does not teach a probe on a heater in a water tank. As 
previously indicated, such has not been clearly claimed. Support is not found for such an 
arrangement of a probe on a heater in a water tank.
